rom 1939 to 1941 an increase of males in civil employmsnt, concurrent with a substantial 
ntake into the armed forces was made possible by the absorption of most of the unemployed, 

substantial decrease in the number of employers sand workers on their own eccount end a 
arge inflow of mon who would not in normal times have been gainfully occupied. During the 
ater period (1941~43) a rapid increase in the number of men in tho armed forces was made 
bossible by reductions in civil employment. 


The number of females in civil smployment increased during the four years 
shown in the table. Between July 1941 and June 1943 tho net enlistments of women in the 
Hefence forces were approximately 45,000. These are not included in the foregoing figures, 
The sources of the increase in snaieer of women in employment and defence forces were absorp= 
ion of unemployed, the movement into wage earning of women who had previously been employers 
br self-employed and the inflow of about 100,000 women who would not in normal times have been 
rainfully occupied. The first factor (decreasing unemployment) appears to have operated most 
n the early war period, the sccond factor has had most of its eee fioance in the later 
Beriod, while the movement into work of normally unoccupied women has been going on fairly 
niformly throughout the war period.

In July 1939 or just prior to war in Europe, there were 1,730,200 persons in 
bmployment (excluding members of the defence forces, rural employees and househol 
fomestics), but on the eve of the Pacific War (November 1941) total civil employment had 
reached a peak of 1,952,300, representing an increase of 222,100 persons in wage and salary 
earning employment, During the next ten months, however, civil employment (excluding rural

Prior to November, 1941 non-rural male employment was increasing, so that 
when Jape un entered the war there were ey 381, 300 male wage and salary carners in employment . 

War in the 
Pacific, howevor, meant calling large numbers of men into the forces, and in Decomber, 1944 
male employment commenced to decline hoavily, In the three months ended February, 1942 
there was a decline of 65,600 and in the nineteen months ended September, 1943 there wat a 
further decline of 77,700, Since September, 1943 there has been mn increase of 6,400 in 
males in non~rural employment, 





A large increase in the number of females in employme other than rural 
or household domestic ) hes partly made up for the loss of men, When war broke out in the 


Pacific, there were 571,000 females in employment (excluding rural and private domestic) 
Or 134,000 more then the numbers in work in July, 1939, An edditiznel 67,000 women were 
brought into work during the period from November, 1941 to February, 1944. Over the 
twelve months ended February, 1944 female employment increased by 16,400, averaging 1,400 
per month, The number of fomales employed in industry (excluding rural and domestic) was 
46.0 per cont greater at tho end of February, 1944 than at the outbreak of war in Europe,

Females: Since November, 1941 the greatest increases in the numbers of femeles employed 
have been in Munitions, Governmental n.,e.i,, Rail and air transport, Other transport and 
communication and Banks and insurance, There has also been an increase of female employ+ 
ment in "Other Industries”, Females employed in Other factories and workshops and in 
wholosale trade are approximately the same as in November, 1941, Employment of females in 
Retail trade in February, 1944 was 10.5’ per cent below November, 19414, 


During February, 1944 there were decreases in the total numbers employed in

After declining, civil employment in these States ins 
creased so that in February 1944 estimated civil employment in Queensland was 16,200 above 
the November 1941 level and in Tasmania, the corresponding change was 300. 


Males: Compared with November, 1941 the State showing the greatest decline in mele non-rural 
employment is Western Austreliu, followed by Victoria, South Australia and New South Wales 
and lastly Tasmania, In Queensland there has been a small increase. 





Females: Compared with November, 1941 total employment of females (excluding rural and houses 
hold domestic) has increased most in Queensland, followed by Tasmania, South Australia, New 
South Wales, Western Australia and Victoria in that order,

D. STATES 3 INDUSTRIAL GROUPS 

During February, 1944 male non-rural employment increased in New South, Vic* 
toris and Tasmania and there were very small decreases in the other States. Male employment 
expanded in Other Factories and Workshops except in Victoria; in Shipping and Stevedoring in 
New South Wales, Victoria and Tasmania; and in mining in New South Wales, Queensland and South 
Australia. Male employment declined in munitions, etc. primarily in New South Wales, Victoria 
and South Australia, and in building and construction primarily in Queensland. There was litt 
Change in other industries, 


During February, 1944 female employment (excluding rural and household domes= 
ic) decreased very slightly in Queensland, South Australia und Westcrn Australie and increased 
Slightly in other States. Female employment in retail trade decreased slightly in New South 
Wales, Victoria and Tasmania, There were also decreases in munitions employment in New South 
ales, Victoria and South Australia but there was an increase in Queensland, There were 
increases in employment in Governmental n.e.i in New South Wales, Queensland and Western 
Auetralin and in Other Industries in all States except Queensland and Western Australia,

The collected figures for Pay-Roll returns for Australia are given without any 
<adjustment in the next table, The returns do not cover employees of the Commonweelth 
Government; employers who pay not more than £20 per weck in wages do not make returns and 
religious and public benevolent institutions end hospitals are also exempt. The proportion 
of all employees who are included varies from State to State, but in general the proportion of 
-employees (other than those of the Commonwealth, and those engaged in rural industries, and 
female domestics in private households) in the Pay~Roll Tax returns is about 90 per cent of 
the estimated total of males in employment, and about 80 per cent of the females, 


Employers were classified for "industry" sccording t3 the industry in whieh they 
were predominantly engaged, The following table may be taken as indicating tyends from month 


to month, but not as a guide to the absolute numbers employed in the respective industries,
